With regard to the Choshiu question, it was his in- 
tention to settle it as soon as possible on as peaceable 
terms as Jay in his power, with a view of subsequently con- 
solidating the whole forces of Japan into a regular and effec- 
‘tive army. The foreign treaties he considered to have been 
duly and deliberately concluded by the Tycoon, who owed it to 
himself and the empire at lare to prove to the foreigners by a 
radical and thorough change of policy that the Japanesé were 
both as willing and as desirous of performing their treaty obli- 
gations as themselves; and that an opportunity would be 
afforded to himself as well as to the assembly on the occasion 
of the opening of Hiogo, of entertaining the foreign Ministers 
at the official castle at Osaka in such a manner as to prove to 
them the sincerity of the future intentious of the Govern- 
ment of Japan. . 

Official notice has been given of the terms of a convention 
made for the reconstruction of the settlement. This agreement, 
which is most satisfactory in its nature, was conciuded on the 
29th December, between the British, American, and Dutch 
Ministers aud the following high officials, as representatives of 
the Japanese Government :—Shibata Hionga-no Kami, Minister 
ot Foreign Affairs ; Oguri Kodzukenoske, Minister of Finance ; 
and Midzuno Wakasa-vo Kami, Governor of Kauagawa. The 
foilowing is an abstract of its provisions :— 

1. The Japanese Government, in return for being freed from their 
engagement made on the 19th Dec., 1864, to fill in the swamp behind 
the settlement as a race course and recreation ground, formally make over 
the new race course al arent of $10 per 100 tsubnes and engage to enlarge, 
plant, and tay out as a public garden the site of the Kosaki Matchi (or 
Yoshiwarra, lately burnt) without charge. Measures for keeping the 
grounds in order when laid out will be concerted hereafter. The neces- 
sary land is to be filled in within seven months. 

3 The right conceded to foreigners to compete at public auction with 
Japanese for lotson a new bund to run as far as Benten, the extreme west 
point of the settlement, is given up. In lieu, the native government 
underiakes to make a bund 60 feet wide to that point, theuce to make as 
wide a road so far as the Yoshida- bridge and from that point another road, 
to run along the north bank of the canal to the Nishiro-bridge. There 
roads will nearly surround the place, and with the bund give us s drive 
three miles long. They are to be made within fourteen months, and kept 
in repair by the Japanese Government. 

3. The arrangements for the new public buildings. with a street 120 feet 
broad running through them (which is to have a sideway twenty feet wide 
on each side and to be planted with trees) are confirmed. Eight blocks of 
buildings will be alloted, two of whicb, on the east side of this road, will be 
put up to public auction. . 

4. A sufficient market place and an extension of the cemeteries are pro- 
vided for. 

5. The canal is to be dredged by the native Government and an uniform 
depth of four feet to be maintained at low water. | 

6. After the lapse of three months from this date the Bluff (hills to the 
east of the settlement, on the crest of which is now encamped the garrison) 
is to be thrown open to lease by foreigners at a ground rent of $12 per 100 
tsuboes—the leases of lots to be sold at auction. 

7. A hill lot in this direction is to be reserved fora public park or garden 
at a rent of $6 per 100 tsuboes. 

8 So soon as all the ground now in occupation by foreigners shall bave 
been built on, and the foreign ministers shail represent that more is re- 
quired—but not earlier than December 1870, the Homura will be given up 
to foreign da ware This is a village lining the side of the creek east of 
the settlemenf and just under the Bluff mentioned above. 


With regard to this convention, the Herald remarks’:— 
“There are few in the community who were prepared for such 
a liberal agreement between the Japanese and Foreign Treaty 
Powers as that which we have published during the past week. 
It seems almost incredible that, in the absence of any particular 
pressure from without, the old jealous and exclusive spirit, 
always more or less displayed hitherto, should have been so 
completely banished as it appears to have been on this occasion, 
and that those who only the other day wished for the closing of 
the port of Yokohama, are to-day granting concessions, and 
themselves making improvements which will render it one 
of the most desirable places of residence in the East. To say 
that the convention, as such, is satisfactory, is nothing. It is 
indeed so in every particular, but it is faite valuable as a sign 
of the times, and is an earnest of the good time coming ; and 
in this spirit do we receive it. In all its articles we find a 
reasonableness and consideration on both sides that do infinite 
credit to the negotiators, and evince an intention of fair and 
Jiberal dealing, such as must bear good fruit.” 

With reference to the recent destructive fires in Yedo, 
the Japan Herald says :—“In Yedo, a series of fires have 
taken place ; the last, which commenced on the night of Friday, 
the 14th inst., being the most extensive they have had for a 

- great many years. Our fires in Yokohama sink into insigni- 
ficance beside such a conflagration.

of sufficient ezacthess to be able to give details, but we are 
told that four miies of houses have been destroyed in the com- 
mercial quarter. Otber and official accounts declare it to have 
been in the part bordering on fhe official quarter, not far from 
the Tycoon’s burial-ground. ‘Ve believe that both accounts 
may be true. It is said ta have commenced neat the Niphon 
Bashi, the great bridge froia whijolt all tods are measured, and 
little doubt is entertained of its eing the work of an incendiary. 
It was about five miles from thé, Engieh Legation, Exaggera- 
tion may be dllowed for ; but wS beard it stated that placing the 
houses that were burnt in single file, they would extend toa 
distance of 16 ri; and if the statement be true that it reached 
four miles in a direct line from its starting point, we can 
imagine that such ap estimate may not be unlikely, as the fire 
in Yokohama of the 26th ult. consumed buildings which placed 
side by side in line would, we estimate, reach as nearly as pos- 
sible one ri. The fire consumed all the dwelling-houses con- 
structed of wood, but most of the godowns considered fire-proof 
proved to be s0, only about from 100 to 200 being cousumed, 
and as they are counted by thousands this is not a large per- 
centage.” 

The following particulars are given of an attack on H.B.M.'s 
Minister, which occurred on the 8lst December. Sir Harry 
Parkes was riding through Siuagawa, when he was confronted 
by a Yacouin, who, planting himself ic the middle of the road, 
stood in a threatening attitude with his sword partially drawn. 
The Yaconins who composed the Minister’s escort being called 
on to arrest the man, looked every other way, and allowed him 
to walk off. Sir Harry Parkes, determined not to let the fellow 
escape, rode after him, followed by the troop sergeant-major. 
The man, finding he was closely pursued, took to his heels, but 
was s00n brought to bay, pale as death. At the order of the 
Minister the man was then seized by the Yakouins and 
disarmed, the two swords, after some show of feluotance on 
the part of the Yaconins, being handed over to the Minister. 
The disarmed Yaconin was then led a prisouer to the British 
Legation, where he was soon given over to the custody of 
a Japanese official who had been sent for to receive him. 

One sad eveut offers an unhappy contrast to the many satis 
factory items of news vow received from Japan ; it is that of 
the death of a French marine, by the hands of Japanese. This, 
however, is no case of murder ; the man was killed by some 
outraged natives in self-defence, and the event should therefore 
produce no new misunderstanding with the Japanese Govern- 
meat. It appears that the unfortunate man, whose natoe was 
Hourdot, a sergeant of marines on board H.I.M’s steamer 
Guerriere, had got very drunk, and rendered himself extremely 
annoying to ull the Japanese he met by assaulting them quite in- 
discrimivately. At last, reaching the square in which stands the 
temple Kompera Sama, he went into a house and molested a wo- 
man, pulling her into the street and beating her. A foreigner (Mr. 
Hatton) passing at the time witnessed his behaviour, and saw 
him turn upon a Japanese officer and assault him, but not feeling 
himself competent alone to take hiin in charge, hastened to obtain 
assistance, and in a few minutes returning with some others 
found the man lying dead. He then went to the police station, 
and informed the superintendent who accompanied him back 
to the spot, and discovered that death had been caused by 
wound six inches long upon the side of the head, through whick 
the brain was protruding. The weapon used was a stake about 
the size of a yery thick bamboo. The body was at once 
removed, and the Japanese police arrested three persons as 
having been concerned. The deposition of Mr. Hatton clearly 
shows that the whole blame rests with the deceased. He says, 
“| was passing down Otto-machi, when I saw a Freuch sailor 
follow a small Japanese boy. The boy outran the Frenchman, 
who was very drunk. Some Yaconins and others were 
measuring a newly made bridge, when the French sailor went 
up and struck a Japanese official who was measuring the bridge: 
he then took a stick from him and beat him most brutally and 
tried to throw him into the canal. I called him and begged 
of him to come to me; when he raised his stick and threatened 
me. I then called to the people to run away, which they did. 
I saw him follow them and bring a Japanese woman from a 
house and raise his stick to strike her. I called to him and 
rau to see if I could find any European about to help me to 
take this man. I could not, and returned to the spot when I 
saw him fall; a orowd collected, and when I touched him I 
found Le was dead. The Frenchman most brutally illused and 
beat the Yaconius, who did uot in any way attempt to retaliate 
the Frenchman was very drunk and I consider that his death 
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wés brought ou by his most cowardly, brutal, and savage 
conduct,” ‘ 

The Japan Herald remarks that the new San Francisco 
route appears to be likely to take the principal cumber of pas- 
sengers going from Japan to Europe. Already several well- 
known residents were preparing to leave by the Colorado, which 
was expected to touch at Yokohama en route to Hong Kong 
about the 20th January, and to leave Hong Kong for San Fran- 
cisoo on the 13th February.

The M.L steamer Alphee brought out the French officers to 
whom is to be entrusted the formation of the Japaness army. 
There are, in all, filteen, viz. :—Five officers and ten non-com- 
miasioned oftivers belongiug to various corps of the Garde Im- 
periale, and specially chosen for this service. Munsieur Cha- 
noine, cspitaine d’etat-major, who is in command, is already 
honouralily known in conuection with the Chinese expedition. 

Onb of the Shiogoon’s Ministers, who recently visited Yoko- 
hams, dined with M. Leon Roches, and inspected the French war- 
steamer Guerriere. In the course of his visit he proved himself 
intelligent and affable ; and expressed his warm satisfaction at 
the improved state of relations, every day developing them- 
selves mors and more amicably, between the native Govern- 
ment and foreign Powers. ; 

The winter race ,meeting is the only thing recorded in the 
way of public amusements ; this was, however, 4 gréat success, 
and nothing could have passed off more pleasantly than it did ; 
Japanese might have been counted by thousands, and appeared 
to take the liveliest interest in the sports. The whole road 
from thé scttlement to the racecourse, a distarice of more than 
two miles, was ar unbroken string of pedestrians, lmost all 
Japanese, going and returning throughout the whole afternoon 
on both days, Thé Governor of Kanagiwa was present with 
His suite, and moved about freely and pleasantly amongst the 
foreigners chatting and smiling, and evidently as satisfled with 

@ proceedings as anyone there, | 

The new racecourse now used for the firet time is thus 
desc: ibed by the Herald :-—“ It is at a distance of two to two 
and a half miles from the settlement, and is formed on the level 
top of two spurs that jut out inland from the range of hills 
that form the boundary of Mississippi Bay—making an oval 
coutse about one mile and a few yards in circumference, having 
within it felds in terraces on the slopes of the two hills, a 
rivulet at the bottom, and all the means of making a pretty 
stiff steeplechase course, A very substantial, neat and commo- 
dious Graud Stand has been erected on tie N.W. bend, from 
which the whole course is visible—and which is the centre 
of one of the most charming panoramas we have ever seen. 

It is the universal remark—and we quite agree in it—that a 
more excelleut racecourse—or a more beautiful situation —it 
would be difficult to fiud anywhere. The grand stand was 
erected by a Japanese contractor from designs from Messrs, 
Whitfield and Dowson, and it does credit to both architects 
ahd builder, The seats under roof are very comfortable and 
capable of accommodating about 150 people. Iu front are a 
aéried of steps the whole length of the structure, which form 
an excellent stand for those who care not to mount higher than 
just Sufficient to see over the heads of those before them, 
whilst stairs at the back lead to the terrace on the roof capable 
of réceiving perhaps sixty or seventy persons. Underneath 
are the stewards’-room, refreshment-room, and accommodation 
for the various purposes of the sports—such as weighting, &c., 
and at the back is a space fenced in, in which are sheds for 
_stubling the horses, and plenty of room for all the necessary 

preparatiuus. In fact, we kuow not to whom to attach most 
ise—the selectors of the course, the Japanese Government 

n constructing it, or the committee who hive mauaged to ar- 

range and complete all things so satisfactorily.” 

_ The Japan Herald records two painful cases of sudden death. 

One was that of a Mr. Green who had recently arrived from 
Nugosaki, and was staying at the Commercial Hotel. He 
iad been seen shortly before by a gentleman, who rallied him 
on his laziness in lying on hie bed, and an hour or two after- 
wards his China boy went to Mr. Curtis and asked him to go 
and See his master as he thought he was dead. It was too 
ie A pos mortem was held, aud it proved the cause of 
death was hemorrhagé in the étomach. The second death was 
that of Mr. Caulfield the British Consular gaoler, who awoke 
about 1 a.m. feeling so unwell that he rose up, and went to 
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consult Dr. Jenkins. On his return, not having found him :¢ 
home, he got into bed again, but bad hardly lain down more 
than a few seconds than he seemed to he seized by a sort of 
fit, apparent iu a few twitches, in the midst of which be quietl 
expired. Mr. Caulfield was well known aud much respect 
and great sympathy was felt for his widow, to whom he was 
only married within the present month. 

It may be added that Stotsbashi is expected shortly {0 arrive 
in Yedo, and that a numerous guard is already awaiting hi 
arrival at the several stations on the road from this to Osaka. 
He is reputed, however, to be averse to a oumerous retinue, 
preferring a simple bodyguard of some twenty or thirty men.

‘SHANGHAL ; 

The London mail of November 26 arrived out on January 
14. - The dates are down to January 24. | 

The following items are from the North 
the 12th and 19th of January :— | 

We are glad to find from the annual report by the trustees 
of the Seameu’s Church, that a sum of 2,350 tls. has already 
been collected, with which it is intended at once to commence 
building. A plan of a very simple but pretty little edifice has 
been drawn by Mr. Oliver, and the Municipal Council, the report 
tells us, have given a site on Pootung Point. We were 
not aware that they had any right or jurisdiction over that 
side of the river; but gladly waive the doubt when ao 
laudable an object is in view. The building is expected 
to cost 3,500 tls, towards completing which amount the 
sale of the present hulk is expected to contribute $500, and 
there are certain stores given over by Mr. Fitzroy, worth about 
250 dols, These sums, with tls. 106 collected since the bal- 
ance sheet was drawn up, will raise the available funds to tls. 
3,200 .and a sufficiently liberal subsidy is hoped from Govern- 
ment, not only to cover the deficiency, but to leave funds for 
running up a reading-room. Another difficulty remains to be 
met, namely the residence of the chaplain, as the dale of the 
hulk will deprive him of his present quarters. The suggestion has 
been wade, and we cordially endorse it, that he should be consi- 
dered resident chaplain at the Sailors’ Home. So many come 
plaints are made about that institution that the presence of a 
chaplain could not otherwise than beneficial. . | 

The report of the Shangbai Library during the past year 
shows a slight falling offin the number of subscribers. _ 

The Comptoir d’Escompte has given notice that the 75,000 
tls. owing to it on account of the Municipal loan must be re- 
paid in four mouths—that is, early in May next. The means 
of complying with this request will form a pleasing topic of 
discussion fur the laud-reuters at the annual meeting in April. 

‘Trefancha farm has been sold at auction for 2,700 tls. The 
house opposite the grand stand, lately occupied by Mr. Dore, 
for 605 tls. A plot of laud measuring 18 mow adjoining Birt’s 
bungalow brought 360 tls, and a hal! share in another plot 
measuring 35m. 6f. near the Stone Bridge, 160 tls. 

A fire broke out in the block of houses to the west of the 
Fohkien road, borderiug on the Yang-king-pang, and consumed 
a large block before it could be got under. Both the engities 
of the Shanghai Fire Brigade and a large number of the inem- 
bers of the company were quickly on tho spot, together with 
several smaller engines, a number of sailors and mariues, and 
the English and French police. To the activé exertions of 
those engaged, and the judicious disposition of thé engites, 
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must be attributed the confinement of the fire. At one time 
it seemed likely that the whole block of buildings between the 
‘“Hoopeh and Fobkien roads must have gone. 

Native ru:oour asserts that there is soon to be another 
change in the Taotaiship of Shanghai. Ting, the late Taotuai, 
and present Salt Commissioner at Yang-chow, is obliged to 
retire on account of his ill-health, and is to be succeeded in 
his post by Ying. 

A letter has been published’ from Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
regarding the Municipal government of the settlement. The 
differeut Ministers have agreed to recommend the new Land 
Regulations to their respective Governments. 

The last returns of trade at Tientsin show that nearly 9,200 
piculs of opium, representing in value nearly £1,800,000 
sterling, expended on an article purely of luxury. The import 
of Grey Shirtings—826,811 pieces—is less in quantity by 
10,000 pieces than iv 1861, when 872,500 pieces were im- 
ported ; but the higher prices now prevailing carry the value 
represented by the present returns infinitely above that of the 
larger quantity. White Shirtings and T-cloths are represented 
by 175,818, and 98,012 pieces respectively, against 124.064 
and 85,000 in 1865; while English Drills show an increase of 
more than 30,000 pieces, the import last year having barely 
reached 10,0U0 pieces. 

Letters from Nanking state that the Viceroy is about to take 
the field against the Honan Nieufei. The disciplined troops 
and artillery will be held in readiness to aid Li if necessary. 

Haukow advices report that the Nienfei are still pursuing 
their way westward, with the inteution, it is surmised, of 
gaining a position on the Han aud Yangtze above Hankow, 
and makiug a descent on Woochang from an opposite direction 
to that they chose last year. 

Our Ningpo correspondent mentions the occurrence of a 
large fire on the Quantung side of the river on the 9th inst., 
by which it is estimated that 50,000 dols. worth of property 
and goods, and upwards of a hundred houses were destroyed. 
He ag.in refers to the salt question, and the brilliant prospects 
that would open out foc Ningpo, if it could be made a central 
depot. <At present there is nothing to be done there, but go 
to the Lakes shooting. Wild geese and other water fowl are to 
be found there in thousands, but the weather has not been cold 
enough to mske them tame. 


HONG KONG. 

The London mail of the 10th Dec. arrived out on the 24th 
Jan, and [telegrams to 19th Dec. The latest dates are to 
the 28th January :— 

‘Lhe following is an account of the loss of the steamer Corea, 
owued by Messrs. Deuny and Co, Dumbarton :—She left Hong 
Kong for Yokohama on the 18th January, and on the 20th 
struck on a rock off Breaker Point, avd went down in eleven 
fathoms. When her loss became evident, the boats which had 
been prepared were lowered, aud the officers, crew, and 
passengers got into them in a very orderly and creditable manner. 
The last people only left as the water was rushing down the 
engine room sky-light. Four boets out of the five remained 
together, aud by noon reached a junk, which conveyed them to 
Swatow. The remaining boat, containing three Chinese, one 
Malay, and fourteen Japanese, and which was the first to get 
clear of the ship, became separated from the other. The Consul 
has sent down the coast to make inquiries A court of inquiry 
saton the 23rd, but was adjourned for further evidence 

A later account states that the missinz boat has been heard 
of ; two of the crew reached Swatow, and the ,rest are being 
sent for. | 

H.M.S. gunboat Algerine, Commander Domvill, was despatched 
to Breaker Point to make a complete survey of the loculity. 
Messrs. Lys and Coglan, of H.MLS. surveying ship Réfleman, are 
engaged in the expedition. 

A public Meeting was held at Government House, Macao, to 
take into coasideration the advisability of establishing a bank; 
there was a very numerous attendance, and we understand that 
$40,000 was subscribed towards the project. 

The Zui-ping, which left London on Oct. 11th, was reported 
as Outside Shanghai on the 19th Jan., but our Shanhai contem- 
poraries have been uuable to ascertain whetber the report was 
correct. 

Captain Quin, the late respected Captain Superintendent of 
Po.ice in Hong Kong, took his final departure from the colony 
this afternoon in the White Cloud, for Macao. The force lately 
undcr his command turned out in full uniform, and escorted 
their late chief down to the steamboat pier. On] the steamer 
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moving off, three rounds of hearty cheering were given for th® 
captain’s future health and welfare. Captain Quin’s family 
had, we believe, already preceded him, it being, as we are 
informed, his intention to take ship at Macao on his homeward 
voyage. 

The Marine Court of Inquiry which sat at Singapore to 
inquire into the loss of the British barque Sea Bird, fully ac- 
quitted the captain of all blame, as the vessel was in a leaky 
condition when she left Sarawak. 


Now that the first blow, so to speak, has been struck and 
the junk ordinance has become one of the working laws of the 
colony, it is a matter for satisfaction that the results of the 
measure have been so much less alarthing than even many who 
approved of it had anticipated. A far less proportion of 
juuks has deserted the harbour than was expected, and even 
the three days’ experience already gained of the new ordinance — 
have had their effect in partially restoring confidence amongst 
the Chinese. Uuder any circumStances the introduction of 
new and stringent regulations respecting the Chinese popula- 
tion are sure to drive away tempurarily all who fear that their 
illicit occupations will be interfered with, or that they will be 
vexatiously prosecuted if through ignorance of the law they 
infringe its provisions. Of this latter class, ‘the “ poor but 
honest ” natives, but few have left, and those few will speedily 
return, Of the former class a large proportion have dis- 
appeared, and, it is devoutly to be hoped, will remain in their 
self-imposed exile.

G&The following account of the explosion of the Zephyr is from 
the Daily Press :— zs 

A fearful explosion took place on board a hulk called the Zephyr, used 
for the storage of gunpowder, and lying in this harbour near the Kowloon 
shore. The hulk and a vessel called the Themis, lying alongside and re- 
ceiving powder at the time, were both blown to atoms. Of course all 
persons on board were killed, and probably torn to shreds, so that no signs 
of them will ever be recovered. Others in boats near at the time were 
killed without being blown to pieces, and their bodies have been feand. 
From thirty to forty persons have probably fallen victims to the cata~- 
strophe. ‘Lhe shock made the town of Hong Kong tremble as if an earth- 
quake had been shaking the ground, windows were blown in, the frames 
in many cases being torn from their fastenings, and glass has of course 
been shattered in enormous quantities, 

The Zephyr was an old condemned vessel lying over on the Kowloon 
side near the police chop, and was the property of Messrs. MacEwen and 
Co., clartered by Messrs. Lammert, Atkinson, and Co., and used by them 
as a powder hulk. The Themis was a tine three-masted Bremen schooner 
chartered for Shanghai, with a general cargo, among which she was to 
carry a quantity of powder, and was lashed alongside the Zephyr for the 
purpose of taking it in. The latter vessel had on board at the time of the 
dreadtul catastrophe some 200.0U0 lbs. of gunpowder —a quantity sufficient 
to have blown up half the ships in the harbour bad this accident happened 
in their midst; but fortunately the Zephyr was moored well over on the 
Kowloon side in the bight opposite the police chop, and no other vessels 
were near her. ah 
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The crew of the Themis consisted of the captain, mate, six other Euro- 
peans and two Chinese; the only one of them left is the captain, and he 

was saved only by the merest accident, having a short time before the 
dreadful occurrence left his vessel to dine on board the hulk Helvetia, 
a vessel lying at some little distance from the Zephyr, and to this little 
accident Captain Bowmann alone owes his life. On board the Zephyr 
were only two Europeans, Mr. Coleman who had but lately taken charge 
of her, and Mr. James the former master. The crew consisted of four 
Chinese boatmen, and there was a sampan made fast astern in which their 
food was cooked, no fire being allowed on board the Zephyr. But besides 
these there were yesterday some twenty extra coolies and a xheriff belonging 
to the firm of Messrs. Schellhass and Co., the agent of the Themis, employeu 
only on board the two vessels in passing the powder along, and of all these 
people there is now nothing left but four blackened and charred bodies 
that were picked up by the police and men-of-war's boats. Four of H.M.’s 
ganboats, too, had a very narrow escape—the Banterer, Opossam, Alge- 
rine, and Haughty, they having been ordered over to the Kowloon side 
only yesterday in.consequence of the increasing prevalence of small-pox 
here; in fact the Banterer, the last who went over, had only just let go 
her anchor when the explosion took place; she was smothered with the 
falling ashes and a number of portions of iron bolts fell all round her. 
One fell on the deck with great violence and rebounded overbbard, but 
fortunately no one was injured, nor on board the Opossum, where a similar 
occurrence took place. 

Immediately on the first sound of the explosion boats were lowered 
from these gunboats and sent to the scene of the disaster as well as a large 
fleet from all the British men-of-war on this side, from the U.S.S. Hart- 
ford, the Ashelot, and the Italian frigate Magenta, but on their arrival on 
the spot nothing but a disturbed sea of small pieces of charred wood with 
here and there a larger piece of a timber stanchion or bit was to be 
seen. The police boats and some from the military were promptly in at- 
tendance, bat it was impossible to expect to find any living thing amongst } 
the rains of an explosion of such an immense quantity of powder stowed 
in the hold of one vessel or of two lashed together. 

As soon as every one recovered from the shock on shore and saw the 
dense mass of smoke rising from the harbour, crowds rushed to the Praya, 
and boats were in such demand that in a short time it was difficult to find 
a disengaged sampan, nearly every house possessed of a private boat 
quickly called it into requisition, so that in a short time the scene of dis- 
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his nomination as Admiral of the Station is little loss welcome. 

On the 18th January the volunteers competed for the 
Governor’s Cup at the rifle butts in the centre of the race 
course. There were twenty competitors, these being the only 
ones entitled to compete, owing to their having attended 
twenty-one company drills during last; year. All commenced 
firing at 200 yards, nine at 250, and three at 300 yards, The 
successful competitor was Mr. W. Krohn, who obtained 16 
points ; the secoud was Mr. J. Angus, who scored 14, and the 
third Mr. Edwin Kraal, who got 13 points. ‘I'he Givernor on 
presenting the cup to the winner made an able speech, and 
expressed an earnest hope that in future the attendance of the 
volunteers would be more regular, and that more energy would 
be displayed by the members of the corps. 

A public meeting had been held in the Exchange Rooms, at 
which it was resolved that an address from the community to 
his honour the Governor, Major General Kavanagh, should be 
presented to him upon his approaching departure from the 
settlement, accompanied by a testimonial in the form of a ser- 
vice of plate. 

With reference to a local currency for the Straits, the Singa- 
pore Free Press says :—‘ Tne importation from Hong Kong by 
one of the banks of a large number of half and quarter dollars 
and ten cent pieces, and the circulation of them in exchange 
for dollars, has been well seconded by the European mercantile 
community here, and in their transactions with one another 
these pass current for their full value. But it will be a difficult, 
matter to pass these coius for their par value among the natives, 
until such time as an ordinance shall be enected declaring them 
legal tender. The local press has repeatedly called attention to 
this subject, but the authorities have been unable to take any

After gazing at the spot for a few minutes, however, most of the visitors 
returned and left the police to their task of searching for dead bodies, in 
which they were so far successful that up to dark last evening, four, two 
being women and two children—probably those living in the sampan used 
by the captain of the Zephyr, for cooking purposes —had been recovered, 
= others will donbtless come to the surface in the course of a day or 

0. 

At the village of Ya-mab-tee, on the Kowloon shore, opposite where the 
Zephyr was lying, considerable damage is reported to have been done, some 
180 houses having been more or less shaken down or unroofed; several 
people have been wounded by falling substances, but none ‘of them 
seriously. It will be always impossible to come to any conclusion as to 
the number of lives actually lost, as some portions of sampans have been 
found that were supposed to be pulling round in the neighbourhood of the 
explosion, and of course their inmates were involved in the general ruin. 
The hills on the Kowloon side are strewed with pieces of iron, Chinese 
clothing, &., and it is reported that some chain cable and part of a mast 
were found in a field nearly three quarters of a mile from the water a edge. 

It is of course impossible to obtain any clue whatever as to the cause of 
this shocking catastrophe as there are no survivors to tell the tale, but the 
horror which must strike every one at the sacrifice of so many lives ought 
to be sufficient to impress upon the authorities the imperative necessity for 
having the strictest regulations with regard to the storage of powder in 
the harbour enforced, and the careless placing of it in Chinese houses, or, 
indeed, storing it at all in large quantities in the colony ought to be utterly 
forbidden. 

Some idea may be formed of the magnitude of the explosion when it is 
stated that the steamer Kinshan on her way down from Canton was abreast 
Woochow, thirty miles from here, at the time, and distinctly heard the 
noise. The damage in town had been but slight, and chiefly confined to 
the breaking in of a few window frames and unhinging some shutters, but 
the destruction in glass has been considerable, and two men are now in 
the Civil Hospital who were wounded at Kowloon by the falling of some 
of the debris on shore. 

We have heard that the chief engineer of the Yesso who was known to 
have been pulling across the barbour in the direction of the Zephyr shortly 
before the explosion occurred, bas not since been heard of, and that the 
Yesso had to start without him. If this be the case it js lamentably pro- 
bable that be must have been within the sphere of the explosion at the 
time, and have shared the fate of all so situated. 

It appears that the information we received as to the state in which 
the Zephyr was found under water by the divers waa incorrect, From 
various people who have sent down divers we now hear, after further in- 
quiries, that there is nothing at the bottom larger than a twelve-foot 
piece of keel. It does not follow from this that all the powder exploded. 
Ait seems impossible that this could have been the case, when it was all in 
separate barrels, but the bulk may easily have been shattered to pieces 
without a complete explosion of all the powder on board. 





STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
‘ SINGAPORE. 

' From this port we have advices to the 3rd February. The 
outward mails of December 26 were delivered on the 30th 
January. French mail of December 17 on the 21st. 

The appointment-of Sir Henry Keppel to the command of 
the China Station, as communicated by telegram, has given very 
general satisfaction here, It was at one time expected that he 
would have succeeded Major-General Cavanagh as Governor, and 
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while the settlement remained under the old Indian law. The 
question of a suitable local currency will no doubt be one of the 
first to be brought before the notice of the Legislative Council, 
and a law be enacted declaring the coinage of the Hong Kong 
Mint the ourrency of the colouy. It will take several mouths to 
perfect all the arrangements uecessary for the proper carrying 
out of such ap enactment, until which time we shall be more or 
less annoyed and subjected to squeezes of from three to ten per 
cent. in all our petty transactious with the natives. These 
natives, as a rule, receive the ten cent pieces for eight and 
nine cents, and deal them out again to Europeans at their full 
value, thus realising from ten to twenty per cent profit each 
way.” 
PENANG. . 

Our latest advices from this port are to the 24th January. 
The English mail of 10th December reached Pevang on the 
llth January at midnight. The steamer couveying it (the 
Baroda) left again at 4 a.M. the next mornirg, making a stay 
of only four hours—a breach of the mail contract wh.ch gave 
rise to much complaiuing on the part of the residents. 

It appears that her advert sed time, according to the table 
issued by the Postmaster-General, was the llth. Her arrival 
on the 12th at such an extremely inconvenient hour caused 
several people living at a distance, who were not aware of it 
until a considerable time after she had anchored, either to lose 
@ passage or to miss posting their letters as the case might be. 
The Penang Gazette says:—‘‘The P. and O. Co. has a mail 
contract, to the terms of which, it is to be presumed, they 
ought to adhere. If we are to have only the small time of six 
hours allotted to us, let us at all events have that, if we cau 
get no more; let us have the bond to the letter, or none at all. 
We are told that neither the Admiral nor the Post-office autho- 
rities care much for Penang, in fact ‘ don’t like us at all.” We 
are not aware that we have given them any reason for disliking 
us beyond the fact of our asking for a right which we believe 
we are entitled to; and perhaps, also, that we have on more 
than one occasion requested for a little more than our strict 
contract right, viz.—six hours of daylight, a request which, 
considering our position, is not out of place.” 

The following items are also from the Penang Gazette :— 

We understand that Mr. Tan Kim Cheng, a J.P. and Siamese 
Consul at Singapore, has arrived here on a special mission from 
his Majesty the King of Siam to inquire into, and settle, ques- 
tions concerning certain export duties which have been levied 
upon cattle and other articles. The Government of the Straits, 
looking principally to the treaty made with Siam in 1827, 
protested against these duties, and were referred by the Rajsb 
to the Siam Government. The duties alluded to have been 
levied for the last twenty years at least. It is certainly strange, 








to say the least of it, that our Straits auttorities have been so 
long oblivious of a custom which now by usage has become a 
legitimate practice. 

We learn that some tin ore has been discovered at, or close 
to, Teloh Bahang, in the north of the island, on some Govern- 
ment ground there. While glad to hear of any such hopeful 
prospect we are doubtful whether this discovery, as it is called, 
is of much velue. Several years ago there was some tin ore 
found in the same place, but shortly after abandoned; no 
doubt there are some remains of the tin ore as well as of the 
former tin smelting furnace, and perhaps small portions of the tin 
ore may lately have been found, deluding people into the idea 
of a tin mind as existing on the island sufficiently remunerative 
to be worked. 

Amongst the changes which are on the éapie on the transfer 
of these Settlements we hear that our resident councillors will 
likely be removed. This change will, we believe, be anything 
but a beneficial one for the Straits, as these officials are men 
who have devoted the best years of their lives to the interests 
of the Straits, and who wou'd be the very best assistants for 
the new Governor, who cannot be supposed to be quite au favs 
in the effairs of a colony to which he must be an almost com- 
plete stranger. Golovel Ord will find no better coadjutors in 
the (lovernment of the Straits than our present resident coun- 
cillors, who have resided here so long, aud who have occupied 
such prominent places as advisers and aides to the Governor. 
These gentlemen are thoroughly acquainted with the people, 
their language and customs, and are intimately associated in 
the memory of the leading inhabitants of the Straits. It is not 
to be supposed that Colonel Ord can be perfectly independent 
of such an assistance, and we trust for the interests of the 
Settlement that such changes as we allude to will not be 
amongst the first. 

The Penang Argus says :—‘ We hear from a good and re- 
liable source that a new rice port, at thr head of the Bay of 
Bengal, up the Haringofa River, about twenty miles inside, 
called Morelle Gunge, has been opened, which affords excellent 
facilities for vessels loading and discharging, as well as water- 
ing. Rice ig to be had there in great abundance, at very 
low prices, owing to the large supplies which are 
brought from the surrounding places. Late the finest quality 
rice was procurable at two rupees and two aunas per maund, 
which is equivalent to one hundred and twenty-seven rupees per 
coyan. There are no port charges, and betelnut and cocoanuts 
are to be had in considerable quantities. Morrelle Gunge is in 
longtitude 89- 54’ east and latitude 22° 22’ north, and being 
to the windward of Chittagong and Arrakan, vessels coming out 
in the southward monsoon do not experience the difficulty 
uncountered iu getting out of the former ports. We recom- 
mend the matter to the notice of our Penang merchants and 
shipowners engaged in the rice trade, as offering some advan- 
tages over places less favourably situated.”

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REPORTS AND CASUALTIES. 
HONG KONG. 

The British ship Ariel reports having left Gravesend on October 14th 
with a fresh breeze down the channel. Had moderate N.E. trades and 
passed the line on the twentieth day out, in long 25 80 W. had fresh S.E. 
trades and generally fine weather until passing the Cape, which passed 
Nov. 22nd in lat. 44 S., being thirty-nine days out—from there had suc- 
cessive gales and calms until off St. Pauls when got a fine S.E. trade, 
taking her up to the Island of Savoby the 18th Dec., from whence got 
clear through the Gillolo passage on the seventieth day out, and from 
there past the Pelew Islands to the Bashees, had strong weather with 
occasional squalls passing the latter on the 3rd Jan. From thence had 
fine weather into port, taking the pilot on board at nine am. on the 5th, 
and anchoring at Hong Kong at eleven p.m. of same day, having made 
the passage in @ghty-three days.

SAIGON. 

From most of the commercial ports in the Far East we have 
annual Consular reports, which give an approximate if not 
always an exact idea of their progress. Saigon, however, 
although rapidly advancing into a position of importance, is still 
an exception to the rule ; we have nc Consul there, and, oon- 
sequently, receive no authentic statistics of its trade. Informa- 
tion gathered from private sources shows that (as might be 
expected from its being the nearest rice port to China) the 
export of rice has increased in a remarkable degree during 
the last few years, the quantity shipped having risen from 
1,040,000 piculs in 1864 to 2,148,000 piculs in 1866, 
or more than double in three years. Cotton, which not long 
ago was produced in trifling quantities only, for home con- 
sumption, now also forms an article of export, some 30,000 
piculs having been shipped in 1866 ; and there is also a large 
trade in hides, horns, ivory, dried fish, and other miscellaneous 
products of which no reliable statistics are at present obtain- 
able. But the most important fact with regard to the necessity 
for establishing a British Consulate here has yet to be noticed ; 
it is that out of 317 foreign vessels which entered the port 
during the past year, no less than 134 were under the British 
flag ; the residue including 62 French, 60 Hamburg and Bre- 
men, 18 Prussian, 12 Dutch, and 11 American. 

In adverting to the growing importance of this place in a 
commercial point of view we are constrained to state that its 
development is due more to the energy and perseverance of the 
foreign and Chinese merchants than to any assistance or en- 
couragement bestowed upon it by the French Government. 
Indeed, the French laws, as they are administered at Saigon, 
tend rather to obstruct and hamper trade, and the operations 
and decisions of the Tribunal de Commerce very much dis- 
courage the subjects of other countries from continuing to do 
business in or with the place. We understand that the ap- 
pointment of a Consul for Prussia has already been decided on, 
ani look forward with anxious interest to the time when the 
announcement of a similar appointment is made on the part of 
Great Britain, whose commercial interests here, as we have 
already shown, are much in excess of those of any other country. 











SHANGHAI AS A NAVAL STATION. 

THE commercial importance of Shanghai has so often been 
dealt upon in these columns, that even those of our readers 
whose interests are more intimately connected with other 
ports are at least familiar with the statistics published from 
time to time which establish the claim of Shanghai to the title 
of the greatest foreign emporium in China. Accordingly all 
that mercantile enterprise and scientific skill can accomplish to- 
wards increasing the facilities for trade has been lavished upon the 
wharves, building yards, foundries, docks, and warehouses at 
that port. Each year witnesses some improvement. At one 
time we have to note the extension of an already existing 
public wharf, at another, the construction of a new dock, the 
establishment of a foundry, or the erection of an important 
line of bunding. The exceptional circumstances which have 
hitherto prevented the more recent adventures of this kind 
from returning an adequate profit, form no argument egainst 
the utility and even the necessity of such speculations. When

commercial prosperity shall again reign paramount, having been 

established upon a more enduring basis than that upon which it 

was before built, Shanghai will be tound provided with all the 

requisites for anincreasingtrade. So far those who are now perhaps 

disposed to mourn over capital sunk in apparently unprofitable in- 
vestments will find their present anticipatious belied, and the hopes 

which first encouraged their expenditure fully realised. Of course, 

we refer only to such of the many Shanghai joint-stock schemes 

as depend for ultimate success upon the revival and subsequent 

growth of a legitimately lucrative commerce. There are many 

“companies” which have sunk crushed by their own weight, 

and these, it may be assumed, will, at least for many years, 

remain in the state at which they have now arrived. But while 

the mercantile commuuity, not discouraged by present difficul- 

ties, have continued to keep up the machinery by which trade 

is to be fostered and manipulated, the English Government has 

neglected to avai) of the opportunities which the temporary 

lull in trade has thrown in its way. The same inaccessible 

and incommodious premises which for want of better were used 

as a naval yard when land was at a premium, are still retained, 

although the officers in charge must of necessity constantly 

report upon the inadequacy of the accommodation, and the diffi- 

culties and loss which accrue from the continued occupancy of the 

present site. While the English naval yard is in a situation which 

has from the earliest days of the settlement commanded the® 
highest price for building ground, it is utterly unfit for the 
purposes to which it is applied. On the mere question of 
expenditure, a very handsome margin of profit would be realised 

by the sale of the land now occupied by the Government stores, 
and the purchase of one out cf the many plots which are eligible 
for the purposes required. If, as many fairly be anticipated 
the renewal of hostilities against the Corea, brings an increase, 
to the strength of the English naval squadron as well as to that 
of the French, the difficulties which now attend coaling and 

fitting her Majesty’s ships at Shanghai will of course be much 
increased, 

From its geographical position Shanghai must necessarily 
be the port of call for all vessels engaged in warlike opera- 
tions on the northern and eastern coast lines. There is 
no other place of equal pretensions as regards security and 
convenience, and with this fact in view the French Government 
has erected wharves and stores at Woosung, where French ships 
can be supplied with all needful stores without a mument’s 
unnecessary delay. So also we learn that the American Go- 
vernment is in treaty for building ground on the bank of the 
Woosung River, and we may, therefore, expect soon to hear of 
the erection of stores and wharves over which the stars and 
stripes will wave. Meanwhile the English coal godowns are 
built in the centre of the settlement, at a distance of at least 
a quarter of a mile from the nearest wharf, and at a consider- 
able distance fromeven a landing jetty. In order to arrive at 
the part of the river closest to the stores, men-of-war 
are compelled to pass through all the dangers of constantly 
shifting shoals, and the more permanent but no less 
formidable chow-chow water, which has ever been the 
the bugbear of vessels ascending the Wang-poo for commercial 
purposes. This part of the river, being in the immediate 
vicinity of the Custom-house, is naturally sought by the tea- 
ships, steamers, and all trading craft whose object is td land 
and embark cargo with the greatest possible expedition. Hence, 
irrespective of the unnecessary inconvenience to which men-of- 
war are themselves put, they are the cause of still greater in- 
convenience to others by trespassing seriously upon that 
section of the anchorage which, for many reasons, is the most 
important to the community. 

Anybody who has watched the adventures of a boat- 
load of loose cargo from the time it has left the ship 
in which it has arrived at a Chinese port until it is landed 
at a jetty, and who has further followed it from the 
jetty through streets lined by thievish coolies and still more 
barefaced beggers, until at length it reaches its destination in 
a godown, will be readily able to form a rough estimate of the 
loss resulting from the transport of coals in this manner from 
a collier to the naval yard. Persons qualified to judge in this 
matter, place the average loss upon’ coals thus carried in 
baskets by coolies at sixteen per cent., and this must be 
doubled when we attempt to arrive at the loss-which is 
sustained between the time when. coal is disembarked 
from a collier and again put on board a man-of-war. It 
may be said that a guard should be set, or that a few 
sailors and , marines detached to accompany each ,party of 
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coolies might effectually prevent such peculation as we refer 
to. But those who so reason have but little notion of the 
resources of a Chinese thief bent upon plunder, and place too 
high a value upon the watchfulness of soldiers and sailors 
Besides this, it would be impossible to keep a guard so em- 
ployed during the heat of summer, and the evil is thus, for at 
least a considerable portion of the year, rendered quite irre- 
mediable so long as the present arrangement obtains. Some 
years ago al! cargo was landed and shipped under similar un- 
favourable circumstances. A stroll along the Shanghai streets 
was then calculated to supply an indefinite amount of amuse- 
ment to anyone anxious to study the working of the system 
by which the hordes of beggars that infested the settlement 
were supported. The observer in order to enjoy the spectacle 
should of course possess no personal interest in the depredation 
carried on, else he was apt to regard the matter in a new and 
unpleasant light. But where there was no such interest, he 
might at hisleisure admire the dexterity with which incisions 
were surreptitiously made in rice bags aud cotton bales—the 
ingenuity with which large flakes were extracted from the 
latter, and little calabashes were held under the streams of 
grain pouring from the former—the boldness wherewith 
formidable lumps were snatched from coal baskets, the coolness 
wherewith all these miscellaneous treasures were transferred to 
the omniverous pouch which every beggar bears suspended from 
his or her girdle, and the charming ivsouciance of the coolies 
meanwhile, who would not or could not make any attempt to 
check the vagaries of their lively compatriots, The loss on 
each individual package was perhaps insignificant, but it 
rapidly mounted up when an entire cargo was thus submitted 
to black mail. Hence, amongst other reasons, it was that 
wharves were built alongside which vessels could lie and 
discharge or receive cargo into or from immediately adjacent 
warehouses. 

The advantages of the new system were at once appre- 
ciated by the community, and accordingly when every other 
investment commenced to look down, wharf shares continuea 
to look up. When a truck ran directly from the weighing 
machine in the godown to the steamer or ship at the wharf, 
and emptied itself into the bunkers without the aid or inter- 
vention of kleptomaniacal coolies and beggars, the chances of 
getting as much coal as was paid for were very largely increased ; 
and similar reasoning was found to hold g»od in discharging 
coal and all other descriptions of loose cargo. The lesson 
learned and acted upon many years ago by the merchants has 
still to be learned by the English Government, which continues 
to be victimised in the manner we have indicated. Granting, 
therefore, that no loss, but, on the contrary, gain, would accrue 
from selling the present naval yard, and purchasing a more 
eligible site, and assuming that the situation of the yard 
is about as badly chosen as it could be, there seems to 
be a difficulty in understanding upon what grounds 
the naval stores are retained where they are. We have 
_ no preference for one bank of the river rather than the other, 
we suggest no site as presenting peculiar advantages, we would 
merely suggest that river plots, with quite sufficient depth of 
water alougside to float the largest ship that could come over 
the bar at spring tides, might be bought at various parts of the 
river below the much-dreaded Pootung Point and its surrouud- 
ing chow-chow water. A baze of doubt and uncertainty pervades 
the official mind with regard to all questions relating to the 
Far East. That uncertainty it has hitherto been our object to 
dispel by painting in their truest and simplest colours the various 
facts with which our close connexion with China supplies us. 
We do not attach undue importance to the considerations we 
have advanced above, for it will be manifest to every thinking 
mind that in whatever position of advantage the French and 
American pvaval squadrons in China may plate themselves, the 
English Government should endeavour to secure at least equal 
facilities for its ships of war. As the matter stands at present, 
we would suggest that the Commander-in-Chief on the station 
should be requested to report upon the present condition of the 
naval yard at Shanghai, the difficulties and losses involved by 
the existing arrangements, if they be indeed such as we have 
represented them, the enormous expense to which men-of- war 
are put when it is found necessary to overhaul them in private 
docks, and, on the other hand, the possibility of obtaining 
without any serious expenditure, or, more probably, with abso- 
lute gain, a lot of ground preseuting all the requisites for a 
naval establishment which might, should unforeseen circum- 
atances arise, be extended to include a dock and foundries. 
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JAVA AND THE DUTCH. 

It does not surprise us that Dutch statesmen should be 
found unwilling to carry into practical effect those concessions 
to the Javanese which so lately were pompously announced as 
introducing a new era in Dutch colonial administration, for 


timidity as to results is the unfailing concomitant of the 
assumption of principles not thoroughly understood. The past 
history and present condition of the natives of one of the noblest 
islands in the Eastern Archipelago reveals how ill the Govern- 
ment has acquitted itself of its responsibilities. Only a frac- 
tional portion of the island is under cultivation, and the regu- 
lations adopted, with the conditions under which Government 
controls the culture, are not calculated to lead to the invest- 
ment of additional means by private cultivators; in fact, 
to keep the natives in a low and servile condition has been 
their continuous aim. We find the CoLontaL MINISTER ex- 
pressing his opposition to avy grant to them of the power of 
acquiring land, and viewing with actual dismay the carrying out 
of announced concessions which might tend to interfere with 
the existing culture; and this denial to the mild unenterprising 
Javanese of the possession of land certainly intensifies the feel- 
ing of hostility which a long course of oppression has en- 
gendered. The finances of Holland have already euffered, 
and in a form not generally suspected, by the impolicy of 
its course in seeking to augment the quantity of culti- 
vated land paying rent; with the profits of their labour 
appropriated by exacting officials, the natives constitute but 
indifferent consumers of imported articles, and cultivation has 
been carried out on a far more diminished scale than if the 
Government had not been so active a competitor with European 
planters. And now that a large proportion of the Crown 
estates are to be submitted under contract to individual enter- 
prise the Government takes care that the hold on native 
labour shall not be lessened, still more that natives shall not, . 
by becoming owners of land, enter into active competition. 
What is this but monopoly in its worst form? And, blind 
to the fact that it is this hollow system that is diminishing its 
profits from the Dutch East Indics, the Goverment seeks 
after new acquisitions of territory, attempting thus to forestall 
the enterprise of other nations possessing different administra- 
tive systems. 

Happily our own colonial possessions are sufficient for 
the almost indefinite development of the leading products 
for which Java is conspicuous. ‘The acquisition by the Dutch 
of the most valuable portions of Sumatra, in violation of 
an existing treaty (which has already resulted in serious injury 
to the pepper trade of Penang), will afford but temporary 
and adventitious facilities to the maintenance of the principles 
underlying her colonial rule, for the selfishness of monopoly, based 
on injustice, cannot long maintain itself against the more free and 
liberal principles which elsewhere are asserting their ascendancy. 
Unless the productions of Java increase in a far greater ratio 
than has been the case the past few years, that island, not- 
withstanding its natural advantages, must be left far behind 
in the race of competition, and the Dutch Treasury be com- 
pelled to submit to yet more diminished profits. Iudeed, 
it has been doubted, with good reason, whether these profits 
are even now as great as they hive been represented ; and the 
Government, whilst continually professing greater liberality, 
appears continually to stop short at the point at which the 
improved principles sought to be carried out would become fully 
efficacious. Thus, whilst admitting foreign vessels purchased 
by its own subjects to carry colonial produce at a minimum 
price to be fixed by competition, foreign carriers are 
excluded. Dutch calculations for the allotted tasks of planting 
coffee trees on the part of the natives, or of securing 
their personal services, have always been grossly in favour of 
the Government agents. If areduction in the weight of the 
picul or sack has been made, the number of these required to 
be delivered has been increased. Out of this overweight, indeed, 
the pay of officials has been entirely or in part defrayed, their 
exertions beinz thus secured in driving the cultivator to produce 
the utmost possible. We should be glad if public opinion in 
Holland would compel those statesmen in whose hands the 
welfare of millions is placed to cousider the vast respousibility 
they incur in neglecting favourable conjunctures for placing the 
industry of Java on a more equituble, satisfuctory, and stable 
basis. With so many powerful rivals for colonial produce, 
it is for Holland to try without reservation the efficacy of the 
same means by which our own colonial greatness has been 
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achieved. Commercial and industrial enterprise would revive, 
and if the returns were not so direct, the influx from subsidiary 
channels would be a more abundant and more permanent 
source of wealth.

The Colonjgl Office Ligt for 1867. By W. Roninson and A. 
N. Bircag, of the Colonial-office. Harrison, Pall-mall. We have 
received the sixth annual publication of this useful hand-book 
to the colonies. There is much information given in this 
volume which has not appeared iv its predeceasors, for instance, 
that portion of the work which relates to the constitutional 
government of the various colonies pow appears in a much 
more comprehensive form. Several pages are devoted to an 
account of the former and future administration of the Straits 
Settlements, and a list of the new Government appointments 
is given so far as they had been filled up at the date of publi- 
cation. Under the head of Jamaica we find an account of the 
disturbances which asi place there in 1865, compiled from the 
report of the Royal Commission. The editors, at the con- 
clusion of their preface, state that although they have not been 
able to adopt all the suggestions received from time to time, 
they nevertheless trust that advice and criticism will not be 
withheld so long as anything is wanting to complete the accuracy 
and usefulness of the Coluntal Office List. This ig the surest 
road to success. 

The Foreign-office List ; and Diplomatic and Consular Hand- 
book for 1867. Compiled by Epwarp HErst.er (Librarian, &c., 
of the Foreign-office). Harrison, Pall Mall—We have received 
the thirtieth annual publication of this wurk, which shows a 
marked increase in size, substance, and utility. The authen- 
ticity of the varied information it embodies is of course 
ee and evidently no exertion has been spared to bring 
it up to the latest possible date. In addition to the classified 
lists and other usual contents, there is a well-executed map, 
showing all the places where British diplomatic or Consular 
agents are residen} throughout the world. 

: CONTINENTAL WORKS ON THE FAB EAST. 

Korea, and the Far Kast generally, occupies considerable attention on 
the Continent. M. Léon de Rosny has published some papers in the 
Journal A-iatique which will shortly appear, with additions, in the form 
of a volume from the press of the Imprimerie Imperiale of Paris, unaer 
the title of “ Apercu de la Langue Coréenne.” This is said to be the first 
work which has appeared, in France at least, on the subject, and its ap- 
platy is promised in a month at latest. The first part of the work will 

parely linguistic, and has been translated and published in Professor 
Summer’s Repository, of London. The second part of the volume will 
treat pringipally of the Ethnography of the Koreans, giving the names of 
all the races included under that title, ancient as well as modern, with 
information concerning the history and geography of the country, and lists 
of Chinese and Japanese sources of information respecting Korea. 

Another volume, now in the press, will shortly be published under the 
title of “ Variéiés Orientaies,” and a portion of it will be published pre 
viously entitled “* La Géographie Physique et Historique de la Corée,” 
with a map of the peninsula. The author announces that all the names 
of locatities will be given according to the Korean nomenclature instead of 
the Chinese form as has been the custom heretofore. 

A small work has just appeared at Florence with the title of Guida 
della Conversazione Giapponese,” dialogues in Japanese and Italian, by 


M. Aatelmo Severini, professor of Chinese and Japanese in the Institute 
of Florence. 


Lastly, M. Léon de Rosny has issued 8 small pamphlet containin 
tracts from the Revue Orientale, with the tide of “ Vocabulaire, Chi 
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Coreen- Aino,” and containing remarks on the three languages and cea- 
parative tables of a number of simple words. This little work may serve 
as an introduction to that translated by Mr. Medhurs ead others, which 
M. de Rosny quotes as his chief authorities. 

The works issued during the past fortnight are not pumerpys, 
and include none of special icterest in our own particular field.

have also, in separate volumes, ‘* Records of the 13th Light Infantry, the 
44th Regiment, and the 82nd Regiment,” with plates and photographs; 
and the first volume of a “ History of the Norman Conquest of England, 
and its Causes and Results,” by Edward A Freeman. - = 

In Geography and Travel we have “A Lady's Glimpee of the Late 
War in Bohemia,” by Lizzie Selina Eden, which contains some good 
illustrations ; a narrative of a mountain Sa on the borders of 
Afghanistan, in 1868, by Col. John Adye, published under the title of 
© Sitana;” ‘ Madagasca Revisited,” describing the events of a new reign 
and the revolution which foilowed, setting forth also the persecutions 
endured by the Christians and their heroic sufferings, with notes of the 
present state and prospects of the people, by the Rev. William Ellis, the 
well-known missionary; and“ Halt Round the Old World.” a narrative 
of a tour in Russia, the Caucasus, Persia, and Turkey in 1865-6. 

In Fiction we have “ Dumbleton Common,” by Eleanor Elen, 2 vols.; 
‘| Sowing the Wind,” by &. Lyrn Lintou, 3 vols.; * Bir Cyrus of Btony- 
cleft,” 3 vols.; and ‘ Maidenbood,” by Mrs. S. A. Marsh, @ vols. My. 
Trollope’s new novel, * The Last Chronicle of Barset,” bas so far pro- 

ressed as to allow of the first volume being issued by Messrs. Saith, 
sider. and Co. 

Among the announcements of forthcoming works we notice ‘“ A Trip 
to the Tropics,” by the Marquis of Lorne, and “ Wid Life Among the 
Pacifi Islanders,” by E. H. Lamont ; both published by Messrs. Hurst and 
Blackett. 

Among the Magazines, A/acmillan is notable for a short but instructirg 
article on the cordition of India, and also for two very clever papers, 
entitled respectively, ** A Hard Day’s Work "and “ Whatis Materialism?” 
The Cornhill still maintains the partiality for German, amd especially for 
Austrian subjects, which has been noticeable for many mo nths past. Out 
of six miscellaneous prose articles it contains, three are on German sub- 
jects. Temple Bar is almost altogether made up of stones, which unless 
the eseays are particularly valuable are what one first turns to in a muge- 
zine. ‘ The Heiress of Monte,” by the author of the “ Iron Casket,” 
« Under Greek Fire,” “ Lost from Rescue,” and * The Man who lived by 
his Wits” are among the contents of the latest number. In London 
Society the liveliest article is one by Mr. James Greenwood, entitled 
““ The Private Life of a Public Nuisance.” It has all his well-kaown 
vivacity and descriptive power. It treats of organ-grinders, certainly the 
greatest nuisances of London life. 


A new story by Mr. Henry Kingsley, entitled ‘ Mademoiselle Ma- 
thilde,” a tale of the latter part of the last century, will be commenced 
in the April number of the Gentleman's Mayazine. This 18, we believe, 
the first time since its start 136 years ago that the Gentleman's Mayaziat 
has published a work of fiction. Tke leading serial tictidn in Cassell’s 
Magazine, the first number of which will appear on the 6th of March, is 
entitled * Anne Judge, Spiuster,” and is written by Mr. Frederick W. 
Robinson, the author of the popular novels, ‘* Grandmother's Money,” 
“© A Woman's Ransom,” and “ Christie's Faith.” A proot-sheet of the 
first number shows it to be well printed on toned paper, and copiously 
illustrated, and it promises to be a yood pennyworth. A new morning 
paper, of Liberal-Conservative politics, is about to appear, uader the 
tide of The Latest News. 











THE ARMY ESTIMATES. 

These Estimates for the Military Service of 1867-68 show a total of 
£14,114,733, which is a net increase of £293,00G over, the estimates for 
1866-67. 

Among the several amounts voted for the various departments engaged 
in the administration of the army, the first isa sum of £31,715 for’ the 
department ofthe Secretary of State for War. This shows an increase of 
£820 over the estimate for 1866-67, which was £30,895. The salanes of 
clerks and other expenses of the War-offive show a still larger increas, 
amounting to £5,438, the estimate being £163,454, against £158, ‘i 
The next charge is for the topographical department, where only thirty- 
one persons appear to be employed, the total of their united salaries being 
£5,385, against £5,217, an increase of £168. Last in order is the Horse 
guards Department, which is subdivided as follows:—Department of 
Field- Marshal Commander-in- Chief, £21,948, against £21,727; Offjce of 
the Commander-in- Chief, £9,884, against £10,415; Office of the Adju- 
tant-General, £13,174, against £12,876; Otfice of the Quartermasttt- 
General, £4,222, against £4,049. In addition to these charges there is 
an estimate of £5:.0 tor travelling expenses and contingencies, the same 
sum being allowed in the previous year. ‘Thus the total for the Horse 
guards Department is £49,728, aydiust £49,507, the increase bein only 
£161. It will be seen by these figures that the administrative de; ments 
will cost £5,767 more than in 1866-67, the totals being £218,567, aguas 
£212,800. | 

The numerical strength of the Ceylon Rifle ao is stated at 1,378 
of all ranks, and the “amount to be expended tor regimental Pe an 
the incidental requirements of the corps is £37,633.

Another item in these estimates is a vote of £14,516 for the Hong

The two regiments of Gun Lascars for Hong Kong figure for an amount 
of £3,166. Each regiment is composed of 1 Havildar Major at 2s. 3d., 
2 Havildars at Is. 4d., 1 bugler at 1ld., 4 Naicks at Is., and 80 privates 
at Ild. per day. Thus the total regimental pay is £3.036, an item of 
£10 being set down as adiitional pay, and of £120 as “ Contingent allow- 
ance to ofcer of Artillery in charge of corps.” 

In the estimates for ‘‘ Works, Buildings, and Repairs” is an item of 
£20 000 for huts at Hong Kong, the portion required to be voted for 
1867-68 being £10,000." A vote will also be required for providing 
additional magazine accommodation in China. The cost when completed 
will be £8.0U0, but only £1,000 is required to be voted for the present 

ar. For the erection and maintenance of Fortifications, Military Siore 
Buildings and Barracks the estimate for China and Japan is £8,387, for 
the Straits Settlements £4,555, and for Ceylon £7,173. 


The charge for Clerks, Police, and Inspectors in the Military Store 
Departments amounts to £4,835 for China and Japan, £528 for the Straits 
Setilements, and £2.428 for Ceylon. The Purveyor’s Department figures 
for 8 sum of £5,783 for China, £874 for the Straits Settlements, and 
£3,288 for Ceylon. The Medical Department costs for China £2.549, 
for the Straits Settlements £831, and for Ceylon £2,305. The Chaplain’s 
Department in China is maintained for the sum of £510, in Ceylon for 
£30°), and in the Straits Settlements for £50. The charge for Clerks and 
others in charge of Barracks for supplies of fuel and light, and for 
the hire of Barracks, Quarters, &c., is £33,731 for China, £8,875 for 
Ceylon, and £3,242 for the Siraits Settlements. The estimate for the 
Commissariat Department, including transport and staff of officials, ig 
£3.1,367 for China, £30,009 for Ceylon, and £14,395 for the Straits 
Settlements. | 


A sum of £100 is included in the estimates for 1867 68 as a reward 
for the distinguished services of Colonel Franklin Dunlop, C.B., who 
served in China from the breaking out of the war in 1856 to the eod of 
April 1857, where he suffered severely from an attempt made by the 
Chinese to poison the Inhabitants of Hohg Kong by mixiog arsenic with 
the bread sold on the }6th January, 1857. Colonel Dunlop also com- 
manded the Artillery at the capture of Canton, December, 1857. He 
received a medal with clasp, and was invested with the order of Com- 
paniop of the Bath. |

The total value of our 
exports for the year is shown to have been £188,827,785 ; being 
au increase of £22,992,060, or nearly 14 per cent. on 1865, 
and of £28,378,732, or about if per cent. on 1864. Thus if 
will be seen that the decrease observable for the mouth of 
December has been counterbalanced by an increase during thd 
earlier months, a circumstance which occurs to a greater or jess 
extent every year.
